Registered by a Farmer 
on our Fresent 
County Political System. 
Tho 
following 
communication 
arrived to lato for publication 
last 
week from our correspondent 
at 
Pima. 
Editor 
Guardian: 
Bcforo 
wo 
ontor into our political 
campaign 
for this year, would it not bo well 
for us to relate what wo havo 
had 
to put up with 
for 
tho 
last 
fow 
years. 
Wo will go back to tho 
year 1890, as this 
was about tho 
timo tho stockmen 
of this county 
concluded that 
our 
ranges 
wcro 
over stockod and that they 
must 
either movo 
them to some 
other 
locality or olso go out of tho 
busi 
ness. 
At that timo our county was 
run principally by stockmen whoso 
only aim (judgincLby thoir action') 
was to got the farmors rooteuov.t- 
- 
if possible, that thoy might 
con- 
trol tho river as a 
watering 
place 
for their stock. 
As tho land along 
tho river was being taken 
up 
by 
farmers, of course thoir cattle woro 
driven 
back 
to 
tho 
hills 
and 
water was scarco and some of their 
cattle 
died, 
while 
tho 
most 
of 
thom got poor and unfit foi market 
This is whero 
tho stockman 
got 
control of our county, 
and judg 
ing from tho actions 
of 
some 
of 
our officers all thoy carod for was 
to got into offico and then all tho 
good promises mado 
tho farmers 
were soon forgotten. 
I once asked ono of our 
ervisors what 
thoro 
was 
the 
supervisocs office that mado 
mon 
want it. 
Ho said, "well, 
of lato 
years there has not been 
much 
in 
it but it uso to bo a paying 
office 
for when tho board of equalization 
would raiso tho big stock 
comp- - 
anys they would 
come 
and say, 
you cut our taxes 
down to 
such 
and such figures t;nd here is monoy 
for you." 
Now who had to mako this up 
to tho county? 
Why the farmers. 
Wo must havo just so much to run 
tho county and wo must raiso tho 
farmer. 
All ho has is in sight and 
is placed on tho roll 
and 
all 
wo 
can do is to raiso him. 
Of course 
ho will kick but ho has no 
monoy 
and must take his medicine. 
Now I would ask, what would 
this country bo without 
tho farm 
ers? 
Whore would those five rol 
ler mills bo and whoro would those 
big mercantile 
houses bo, whore 
would tho wealth of tho county be? 
If our officers 
will 
figure 
for 
a 
moment thoy will wonder why tho 
farmers havo not becomo 
disgust 
ed and left tho country. 
Take tho small farmer, with 
ten 
acres of good average land, 
as 
ho 
will bo more careful and economic- 
al than tho big ono. 
Wo will say 
nothing about tho cost of clearing 
and fencing and getting tho water 
on it. 
Wo will 
say 
ho 
has 
an 
average of 26 bushols of wheat per 
aero which amounts to 15,000 lbs., 
worth $150.00. 
Then tho assessor 
comes around and assesses tho land 
at $25.00 per 
aero,. 
100 
rods 
of 
fence, 40. cts. per rod which at tho 
usual per 
cent 
makes 
his taxes 
$11.40. 
Then 
to 
maintain 
his 
water rights, buy his seed 
wheat, 
put it in, harvest 
and 
thresh 
it, 
put it 
in 
sacks 
ready 
for 
the 
market and the 
total 
expense of 
tho farm for tho year foots 
up to 
$148.19. Which leaves him a profit 
of $1.82 off his ten acres 
of land, 
saying nothing about his own time 
in irrigating, cleaning ditches 
and 
repairing fences. 
But I wonld liko to ask whero 
aro tho taxes to como from? 
But wo fanners must not stop to 
figure. 
If we did wo would starve 
out. 
Now let us stand up for our 
rights and seo if 
wo can bo 
men 
and 
get 
good 
mon, 
into 
office 
Then wo will movo our county seat 
and we will grow to be ono of tho 
wealthiest 
countios" 
in 
Arizona.

Eight Artesian Wells at St. David. 
Two 
weeks 
ago 
yesterday 
a 
party 
of ladies 
and 
gentlemen, 
consisting of Mr. aud Mrs.Wallaco 
Wild, Mr. and Mrs. Geo. Cluff, Mr. 
Horaco 
Johnson, 
Miss 
Dottio 
Johnson, 
Miss 
Louie 
Worsloy, 
Miss Etta 
Williams, 
and Mr. and 
Mrs. 
John 
Birdno 
started 
for 
Coohiso 
Co. 
on 
a plcasuro trip, 
Toombstono 
being tho farthorest 
point reached. 
Between hero and 
that placo tho 
ontiro country is a 
waving 
meadow 
of grass, but in 
tho San Pedro 
valley abovo 
Ben 
son 
tho range is 
hotter than even 
in tho Sulphor 
Spring valley, and 
cattlo on the 
cntiro range aro fat. 
At Wilcox every thing soems to 
bo all bustlo and 
prosperity, 
how-- 
f"vnr 
thero is 
a great 
chango be 
tween thTf'daya of tho 
coko shipp- 
ing and tho present. 
Tombstono 
has not changed,in 
any 
marked 
degree 
for several 
years. 
Those old sturdy pioneers, 
such 
as Sam 
Barrow and sevoral 
others, 
who 
havo 
been .there for 
years still havo 
great faith in tho 
fuluro of Toombstone, beliving that 
at no distant 
date its balmy days 
will return. 
At 
St. David 
tho 
party spent 
bunday and 
Monday. 
Tho town 
is almost deserted, tho people hav- 
ing 
moved onto 
thoir farms, just 
bolow 
town, 
which 
they 
call 
Marcus, 
in 
honor 
of tho 
Hon. 
Mark 
Smith. 
At 
Marcus 
eight 
artesian wells havo beon struck all 
of which afford a fine flow ofwater. 
Several years ago the Supervisors 
offered 
a 
reward 
for 
tho 
first 
artesian water struck in tho county. 
Tho 
MaRao 
boys commenced to 
exploro for the stream 
hoping not 
only 
to earn tho 
reward but also 
to strike tho key note to prosperity 
for 
tho 
San 
Pedro 
valley. 
At 
last after 
surmounting 
numerous 
obstacles, tho 
living 
stream was 
struck and tho 
pure watar gushed 
forth from tho bowels of tho earth 
and 
has continued 
so to do 
over 
since, and later they sank another 
well 
and 
got 
a 
splendid 
flow. 
Thoy went boforo tho 
board fully 
expecting 
to 
receive tho roward 
but on some tecnicality 
tho board 
refused to pay 
the 
amount. 
The 
caso 
was 
carried 
into court but 
tho boys lost it there. 
After being offered and tho boys 
having spent timo and means, 
and 
also developed 
water 
which will 
mako 
tho San 
Pedro ono 
of tho 
richest littlo 
valleys 
in tho Terri- 
tory, tho 
monoy should certainly 
havo 
been 
paid. 
It 
is said that 
from 
those two 
wells tho McEao 
boys watered 20 aires of grain this 
year. 
Another 
notable 
well 
is 
that 
owned 
by John 
Busbeo, which is 
raid 
to flow more water than any 
other well in the valley. 
No flowing water has as yet been 
struck 
abovo 
St. David, but Mr. 
David Curtis informed 
us that ho 
will 
boro for 
water on 
his farm, 
fully beleiving that artesian water 
can 
bo 
found 
anywhere 
in tho 
valley. 
Cochise's stronghold was visited 
by 
tho party 
where 
a day was 
spent in climbing over 
huge crags 
and through deep ravines. 
On Thursday the party returned 
to Safford, much improved 
by tho 
trip. 
HI 
' 
Frank Itobson's 
Body. 
Will Pomc'roy and W. A. Babbitt 
of Mesa, camo in on this Morning's 
train,bringing with them the body 
of Frank 
Eobson, 
tho lino rider, 
who was killed in Skeloton canon, 
New 
Mexico, 
while in pursuit of 
thcr Nogales bank 
robbers. 
Thoy 
found tho body buried in a shallow 
grave, 
on 
tho spot 
where it had 
fallen 
when 
shot. 
Tho 
robbers 
carried off Bobson's arms, ammuni- 
tion, 
watch and 
other valubles. 
Thoy also took his horse.. 
Mr. 
Pomeroy says 
that all the 
outlaws aro well known in tho San 
Simon 
country 
and that ho saw 
two 
of 
them 
cousins, 
named 
Williams but did not got a chance 
to talk with them, although one of 
his parly did. Tho Willams woro not 
with tho band when the fight took 
place, 
but 
were off on a foraging 
expedition. 
They expessed great 
regret 
over 
Eobson's 
death and 
said 
that if 
Mrs. Bobson would 
accept 
it, they would furnish her 
with monoy, and plenty of it. 
The othor three robbers aro now 
in 
Moxico, 
with a largo sheriffs 
posse 
and 
a 
company 
of fifty 
rurales 
under 
command of Col. 
Garcia, 
in 
hot 
pursuit 
of them. 
It is thought that their 
capture is 
certain, 
but Mr. 
Pomeroy is con- 
fident that thoy will never bo taken 
alive as thoy aro all desperate men.

C. P. Moore, at Gcysenille.'a 
windmill designed and constructed 
y 
himself whose total cost to him did 
$15. He had, howecr, utilizcdlu 
itsconttructionshaftingaud 
other irous 
taken from an old 
horse-pow- 
thresh- 
ing machine. 
Mr. Moore 
wished 
to 
pump water, and his early mining' 
ex- 
perience, before the days of 
machine-shop- s 
or even sawmills in the mining 
districts of California, had taught him 
that necessity could invent and produce 
most things. 
As we saw the mill work- 
ing there was a very stiff wind, and al- 
most anything that was loose would 
have to move, so that day's work was 
hardly a fair test, but Mr. Moore, in- 
formed us that it did its work right 
along in almost any kind of a breeze 
and that engineers on the railroad run- 
ning past had alwaystold him that his 
mill was working when others along the 
road were at rest. 
As we saw it it was 
forcing water through a 
pipe for about 250 feet with two 
square turns, and raising it about 25 
feet into a 
500-gall- 
tank. 
Mr. Moore 
informed us that with 
an 
ordinary-breez-e 
it usually required about 
two 
hours to fill the tank. 
We give herewith an illustration of 
such a mill. 
The dimensions and con- 
struction of Mr. Moore's mill are as fol- 
lows: 
A box of rough boards, without top or 
bottom, 4 feet by 17 feet and 9 feet high, 
. 
set level and with plates of 3 by 4 scant- 
ling. 
Across the middle of this box an inch 
iron shaft from the old threshing ma- 
chine, the boxes fastened to the top o"f 
the plates of the box. 
This shaft had 
collars at both ends, with flanges from 
which extended four arms to about six 
or eight inches from the center of the 
to which was bolted every alter- 
nate arm of the wheel. The collars were 
fitted to the shafts with keys. 
As not 
every farmer has an old threshing ma- 
chine to pick to pieces, in most cases 
it would be necessary 
to 
devise 
an 
equivalent for its construction, which 
any blacksmith 
can do. 
The collars 
with flanges can be made and shrunk 
on to any iron or steel shaft. One end or 
the shaft projects two inches outside 
. 
the box and is fitted with a crank to 
give the length of pump stroke desired. 
The pump shaft is fitted to this crank. 
The arms were made by Ix2 inch fir, 
eight feet long and somewhat tapered 
to the outer ends. 
There are eight such 
arms at each end of the shaft, thus mak- 
ing a 
wheel. 
Xo hub is required. 
If made square and true at the butts, 
the ends accurately 
chamfered to a 
half miter running to a point, and the 
points cut off 
one-ha- lf 
the diameter 
of the shaft, they will fit exactly around 
the shaft and make all the bub required. 
In setting up bolt every alternate arm 
firmly to tlic arm of the flange prepared 
to receive it. If preferred, an eight-ar- m

for about five feet inward from the out- 
er ends of the wheel; oil the boxes and 
your mill 
is ready to work. 
In Mr, 
Moore's mill the sails are of light duck, 
and seem to answer perfectly, but he ex- 
presses his preference for boards, and 
a similar mill built by one of his neigh- 
bors had board galls. 
If metal boxes 
for the shaft to run it cannot readily be 
had the mill will run well enough in 
hardwood boxes. 
Such a mill will run at all times and 
vith a wind from any direction, 
ex-:e- pt 
square across the box.

no way of stopping it without danger of 
njury, and when you need no water 
you must disconnect your pump.

admitted 
undor cross examination 
that ho 
had not seen

Whereupon tho district attorney 
moved to amend tho complaint

that Mr. Stiner- would stand charg- 
ed, not with violation of tho game 
law, but with an intent to violato 
it.

of 
guilty.

thanked 
ovcrybody, 
tho 
court for its consideration, the dis 
trict attorney for tho elimination 
of personal malice and bitterness 
from his conduct 
of tho prosecu- 
tion, and his own attornoy for 
his 
masterful and half successful 
de- 
fense 
Mr. Stinor didn't know it was a 
joko until tho following Saturday 
night. 
His ill humor was an offset 
to all tho good humor which
